SCHOOL BOARD OF PLAIN@ Ras 


To THE INHABITANTS OF PLAINFIELD:— 

The period having been reached at which this report 
is due, it is with pleasant reflections that we are enabled 
to say that your schools during the past year have com- 
pared favorably with those of previous years. Having 
secured the services of teachers who stand in the front 
rank as educaters, for many of the most advanced schools, 
the result of their work has fully met our expectations 
and a good degree of improvement has been made in all 
of the schools without exception. | We apprehend that a 
more zealous and enthusiastic interest in the welfare of 
our common schools would inure to the advantage of all. 
We need the best of teachers and the support of the in- 
habitants; and by mutual effort we can hope for large 
achievements. Tax payers should not feel that a little ~ 
assistance rendered our schools is a burden; on the con- 
trary, they should regard it as nothing less than a sacred 
duty. 

We wish also to state that altogether too many chil- 
dren of school age have not attended school as the law 
requires, and suggest to parents that they take a more live- 
ly interest in looking into the important necessity of the 
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matter, than heretofore, and to realize the immense loss 
to the community resulting from this non-attendance. 
Parents can do agreat deal to remedy the pernicious prac- 
tice of irregular attendance also. 


RIVER SOHOO 


The summer term of ten weeks was taught by Daniel 
W. Lyman of Hartland, Vt. It was his first school, and 
although assuming his duties in some respects “under a 
cloud”, he gained the good will of his pupils and the par- 
ents generally, and we are free to say that in all respects 
the term can be called a success.

Mr. Lyman was again employed for the winter term. 
We found the attendance good and a good degree of in- 
terest in their studies manifest among the scholars. Mr.
